SELLING LIQUOR TO INDIANS. 
In a recent number of’the Daily Chronicle al- 
Tagion is made to the conviction and severe fine, 
re Justice Duncan of Metlakahtla, of a per- 
sor!’ who had some time back been engaged in 
selling liquor to Indians on the seaboard, ‘and in 
which exception is taken to convicting whites 
for’ this offence upon mere Indian evidence. 
While we are quite aware that the evidence of 
untanght and unchristianized Indians should at 
alldimes be received with great caution, and 
should not have the same weight as that of re- 
spéctable white men, yet we believe that the 
evidence of such Indians as those under the tu- 
ot of Mr. Duncan is of far more value than 
that of a class of whites too frequently found 
updn the coast engaged in illicit trade with the 
Shea Indeed we wonld attach quite as much 
weight to the evidence of the savage Indian as 
that of the class of whites to which |we allude. 
Th¢ former, ‘although he may not;comprehend 
the nature of an oath, when he is brought up be. 
foré a Magistrate or a Court of Justice, is) awed 
inté a sort of reverence, and, as a/general thing, 
adheres strictly to the truth ; the) latter neither 
fears God nor regards man. 
he crime of supplying the Indians with liquor 
is a crying one, and the law against it ought to 
be most rigidly enforced. The illicit liquor 
c carried on upon the northwest coast of 


\* this Colony received a pretty severe check last 


summer through the indefatigable exertions of 
the Collector of Customs, seconded by H. M. ships 
of War ; and the revelations which were made 
upop the trial tended to show the alarming ex- 
tent to which the trade was carried, and the in- 
terésting and affecting fact that the Indians, as 
a class, do not desire it, and dread the introduc- 
fof the “ fire-watér” amongst them as they 
would a deadly plague.
